Under statutes starting the time period in which to request the substitution of a judge from the time the party is served with a 
summons or information, personal service of an information must be made on the defendant, rather than on counsel, in order 


to start the time period. ! 

Where multiple defendants are involved, the time period commences from the date service of the summons was complete, rather 
than from the date the first defendant was served.” 
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Husband in proceeding to modify dissolution judgment was entitled to 60 days from service of process to apply for change of 
judge, where trial judge was designated when modification summons was issued and there was no trial set for modification 
at time motion for change of judge was filed.
